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Ehrenbreitstein is a small town on the Rhine banks 
opposite Coblenz. The town clusters round a precipitous rock 
which is surmounted by the famous Fortress of Ehrenbreit- 
stein. The present building dates from 1816—26 when it 
succeeded an old stronghold of the Electors of Treves. The 
fortress played a prominent part in the Thirty Years’ War, 
being taken by the French in 1799. 
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
